REQUEST FOR RECONSIDERATION/OTHER 

11. ^ The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

Arguments regarding the prior art and the priority document (provisional application) seems persuasive for the most part. There 
is the matter of actually dating the products mentioned in the prior art reference. The reference mentioned Software-Agent and 
Media-Tracker as having been around for some time (without actually giving a date). Any further decision must await until further 
research into Software-Agent and Media-Tracker. 

The arguments regarding 35 USC 101 does not seem persuasive at this time. In any case, a further consideration regarding the 

amendments must occur. Applicant mentions "processor", but is this sufficient? Applicant's cited MPEP section states what is 
necessary but does not state that it would be sufficient. Allowing a case to issue on a basis of what is believed to be a 
misstatement of law would not be proper. In any case, the new claims and arguments present new issues for consideration 
(which would include another study of what is the correct statement of law, as Applicant's statement appears to be wrong for the 
reasons noted in this paragraph). 

Thus, the applicantion is not in condition for allowance..
